The fatulty of those who believe that
any party or any candidate could win
fn 1900 on a platform pledged to the re-
peal of the Dingley law and the de-
struction of the protective tariff sys-
tem Is beyond ecomprehension, If the
proofs were not at hand it would be

any one left In this country who still
belleved In free trade, As a matter of
fact, we belleve that the fellows who
are now crying tariff in the Democratic
party are low down cowards who want
to dodge the financial I=sue. That a
bellet In free trade can stil] exist In
any one after our experiment with that
destructive and pauper-producing poli-
oy durlng the Clevelynd administration
almost makes one doubt the truth of
the old adage that experience ls the
best teacher. But that any one can
dieam (hal Mee trade would be a win-
ning card, ean think thal the people

effect,

The change from prosperity to hard
times at the repeal of the McKinley
law and the change from hard times to
prospecity immediately upon the resto-
ration of protection by the passage of
the Dingley law is too great and em-
phatic an object lesson to be soon for-
gotten by the voters of the country.

The
water |8 displayed in a handsome glass
receptacle, so constructed as to con-
taln the lce in a central eylinder, while
the crystal water, kept from contact
with the lce, and cooled to a natural
spring temperature, is shown through
the outer clrecumference of the glass
Jacket. A conslderable number of con-
cerns handling spring waters have
adopted this method of securing the
favorable Introduction of thelr waters,
and with excellent results, Any plan
is to be commended that tends to Im-
press upon Amerlcana the fact that in
their own country are found spting
waters equal to any in the world alike
for hyglenle and for potable purposes,

Make the Issue Flaln.

It Is unfortunate that the trust mat-
ter has been brought into polities, If
it Is to lead to a revamping of the tar-
iff discussion, however, let the lssue
be made plain. In such matters even
the Democracy of the country cannot
afford to be otherwise than honest. The
interests at stake are too great to be
trified with. The present tariff has
brought order out of chaos, prosperity
out of disaster, and strength out of
weakness. 1t is to be hoped that there
will be no more bootless discussion of
this question which has already heen
settled, but if It must come let the is-
sue be drawn gquarely and let the De-
moceracy of the country endure the
consequences,—Peoria (I11.)
